The Board of Trustees of the 
Yorba Linda School District records 
its support for Proposition #1, the 
State School Lease - Purchase Bond 
Measure for the following reasons: 

lt will make $200 Million available 
through State bonds for loans to 
school districts to build new school 
facilitics or replace/remodel school 
buildings over 30 years old. 

Districts would enter into a 
lease-purchase agreement with the 
State, borrowing the money at a 
lower rate than local school districts 
can obtain. 

No State taxes are involved. The 
school lease-purchase bonds will be 
an obligation only on residents in 
those districts when voters vote to 
participate in this program. 

The Board urges every citizen to 
vote YES on Proposition #1 since it 
will help to replace/remodel school 
buildings more than 30 years old and 
provide State funds for additional 
classrooms in the Yorba Linda 
School District.

Child Molester 
Nabbed 


A S-year-old Yorba Linda girl was 
kidnapped and sexually molested 
last Wednesday, but--thanks to the 
intervention: of two neighbors-.es- 
caped serious injury. 


Her attacker was arrested that 
night at his Glendora home, again as 
a result of the neighbors’ action. 


Brea police said that the child 
entered a car driven by her abductor 
about 5:45 p.m. near the 
intersection of Rose Drive and 
Valencia. According to the child, the 
man then drove her to an orange 
grove where he sexually abused her. 


About an hour later, police 
continued, a neighbor of the girl, 
driving in Brea, noticed the child 
riding in her kidnapper’s car. 
Suspicious, he began to follow.

pursuer, fled at a high speed, police 
said, with the neighbor right behind. 

Fearing that the kidnap car might 
go out bf control; however, and that 
the girl might be hurt in an ensuing 
accident, the neighbor fell back and 
subsequently lost sight of the car. 
He then enlisted the help of another 
neighbor, and together they began 
looking for the car. 

Meanwhile, the kidnapper, think- 
ing he had escaped, stopped near 
Rose Drive and Vesuvius and let the 
little girl out. 

Shortly afterward, the two 
neighbors, each in his own car, 
again spotted the kidnap car and 
again gave chase. Although the 
suspect managed once more to 
escape, the neighbors’ were 
reportedly able to get his license 
number. 

Having traced the license number 
through state records, Brea 
detectives in company of Glendora 
police shortly before midnight 
arrested Richard John Merboth, 31, 
of 438 Sellers, Apartment B, 
Glendora. 

Merboth was booked on charges 
of suspicion of kidnap and child 
molest and taken to Orange County 
Jail, where he was due to be 
arraigned Monday, police said. 

According to police, about half 
an hour before the Yorba Linda girl 
was abducted, a5S-year-old Placentia 
girl told of being approached by a 
man in a car similar to that involved 
in the later incident. Although the 
man allegedly asked the girl to 
‘‘come here’’, she fled.

Acting on the advisement of the 
Orange County Employee's Assoc- 
iation, Mr. Bautista has filed an 
appeal contesting the grounds for 
his dismissal. However, when he 
goes before the Board of Appeal (the 
City Council), will he receive a fair 
amd impartial decision? 

Some members of the Board of 
Appeal may be the same persons 
responsible for firing him! How can 
they judge Mr. Bautista’s case 
objectively when they will be 
defending their own actions at the 
same time? 

What did Mr. Bautista do to 
warrant such sudden and drastic 
action by the City Administration? 
Was he fired because he didn’t do a 
good job as Associate City Planner? 
Or was he fired because he carried 
out his duties too well? In other 
words, was he ‘‘Rocking the boat’’? 

I have known Mr. Bautista a short 
time, but I can state without a doubt 
in my mind that he is one of the most 
dedicated, loyal, hard-working and 
honest men I have ever met. He is 
genuinely concerned about the 
future of Yorba Linda.

Don’t let the old saying ‘‘You 
can’t fight City Hall’’ stop you....it 
was probably started by someone in 
City Hall! 

I sincerely believe that losing 
Vince Bautista is a loss our City 
cannot afford to suffer. I am 
extremely critical of the action taken 
against him by the City Administra- 
tion, however Sir Winston Churchill 
once described criticism by saying: 

“IT MAY NOT BE AGREEABLE, 
BUT IT IS NECESSARY. IT

AS PAIN IN THE BODY: IT CALLS 
ATTENTION TO AN UNHEALTHY

Registration Opens 
- For Kindergarten 


Kindergarten registration will be 
held in the Placentia Unified School 
District during May. 

Special days have been designat- 
ed at most schools so that parents 
can meet principals and kindergar- 
ten teachers and attend orientation 
sessions explaining how to prepare 
children for kindergarten experi- 
ences, explained Dr. Marvin 
Stewart, acting assistant superin- 
tendent of instructional services. 

Parents may enroll their children 
any time after the designated days 
before the opening of school next 
September, he added. When 
registration is made, parents must 
include emergency telephone num- 
bers where someone can be reached 
while children are in school. 

To be eligible for enrollment in 
Placentia district kindergartens, a 
child must be S years old on or before 
December 2; must have a birth 
certificate or other legal documenta- 
tion of age to present at registration 
time; and must provide proof of 
immunization for polio, rubeola, 
tetanus, diptheria and whooping 
cough. 


Parents are requested to bring 
their children’s complete immuniza- 
tion record for verification and to fill 
out an immunization history form 
requested by the state in a survey to 
find out how many children in the 
community carry complete immun- 
ity, explained Margaret Williamson, 
the district’s head nurse. 

Free immunizations are given by 
the Orange County Health Depart- 
ment at the Whitten Center, 900 S. 
Melrose Ave., Placentia, from 8-11
